SAO PAULO. Brazil (UPP—A 
Brazilian airliner crashed into a 
Sao Paulo suburb and burst into 
flames Friday night when one of 
its two engines conked out short­ 
ly after takeoff for Rio de Ja ­ 
neiro. 
Estimates of the dead ranged 
from 41 to 49. There was no im­ 
mediate indication whether any 
were Americans. 
Officials said the crippled Con- 
vair airliner plowed into an un­ 
occupied house in suburban Pau- 
lista Planalto while trying to re­ 
turn to Congonhas Airport. 
IO 
miles from the center of the city. 
Paulista Planalto is 2'» miles 
from the airport. 
The flaming wreckage set afire 
two houses across the street but 
authorities said the residents es­ 
caped death. However, police said 
four persons were killed when 
their automobile was rammed by 
a fire engine speeding to the dis­ 
aster scene. 
Eyewitnesses said the impact 
of the plane crash hurled passen­ 


gers all over the street. An hour 
after the crash the big plane’s 
tail section —the only recognizable 
piece of wreckage — was still 
burning. 
The Convair sliced into power 
lines on the way down, plunging 
the suburban area into darkness 
for a time except for the glare 
from the flaming wreckage. 
At one point, the Cruzeiro do 
Sui airline announced all 44 pas­ 
sengers 
and 
5 
crewmembers 
aboard the plane had been killed. 
Later a company spkesman said 
the Convair carried 8 crew and 
33 passengers, but that several 
flew with babies who were not 
listed on the flight manifest.

These emergency measures ap­

moving about the city after dark. 
Although tight censorship veiled 
most details, there are known to 
have been frequent skirmishes 
between supporters and foes of 
Duvalier in recent weeks.

Bomb Set Off 
A bomb was set off Thursday 
night at a reservoir near the 
Brazilian Embassy, causing nei­ 
ther casualties nor notable dam­ 
age. A Texaco station in Port au 
Prince’s Beau Boeuf district was 
burned Wednesday night and a 
number of persons are believed 
to have been killed in a clash 
between dissident militiamen and 
members of Duvalier’s secret po­ 
lice. 
Travelers from the provinces 
say firing was audible nightly 
from Thursday through Saturday 
last week near the northern port 
of Cap Haitien. 
(In nearby Santo Domingo, au­ 
thoritative sources told UPI cor 
respondent Henry Raymont that 
U.S. Marines would land in Port- 
au-Prince to protect Americans 
and other foreigners if there is 
a major outbreak of violence.
